Football Sweaters 

The suave, unruffled attitude 
with which Executive Board 
worthise regard the football sweat- 
er denouement belies their real 
belligerantly mercenary feeling. 
Actually, the indulgence of the 
football men themselves is equall- 
ed, the Board being almost solid- 
ly in favor of chucking the issue 
in favor of more worthy projects. 

Two weeks ago this writer pre- 
dicted that President Robertson’s 
student tribunal would either in- 
itiate another bill to. annul the 
first, or dock spring sports for 
the damages. Today that predic- 
tion is a fact. 

If plans of the Football Sweater 
committee materialize, Associated 
Student voters will be asked to ap- 
prove a new measure, framed by 
the committee, authorizing award- 
ing sweaters to two-year lettermen 
only. The new bill will contain 
a special clause intended to nulli- 
fy the original initiative placed 
on the Jan. 2 student plebiscite 
by the lettermen themselves. 
Alternative . 

Should the Board-framed meas- 
ure fail to meet the approval of 
the students, you can look for a 
precedent-smashing move by the 
committee in the form of a pro- 
posal to allot only $3.50 toward 
sweaters. 

The germ of this bellicose bon- 
mot is not actually known, but can 
probably be laid at the feet of the 
football boys, who, through their 
own short-sightedness subjected 
themselves to the parsimony of 
the Board. 

Wording of the first—the writ- 
er uses “first”? because he is 
two—initiative failed to specify a 
minimum figure to be expended. 
Board liberality was unjustly 
presumed by stating that “not 
more than 7.50” be spent for each 
sweater. 


Legally the Board is not 
obligated to appropriate more 
than one cent for each gar- 
ment. 


Reason 

A recent development has given 
the Board even more reason for 
justifying the $3.50 appropriation. 
‘A committee of football players 
sitting in on the first session of 
the executive body reported that 
the lettermen had discharged the 
$7.50 sweaters, and now wanted 
$10 garments. The players would 
pay the extra stipend personally, 
they said. 

With this in mind, executors 
apparently concluded that if the 
players were willing to shoulder 
part of the expense of one sweater 
they could likewise for the other. 
Spring sports will probably be 
socked for the expenditure, any- 
way.
